Sons. the firm building Levittown. 
Is to build the schools, and last 
week started work on concrete 
foundations for one in Red Cedar 
Hill section, anticipating the ap­ 
proval. 
St Tear Plan 
The educational foundation will 
dissolve in JO years, leaving the 
schoole the property of the town­ 
ship school board. Straub said com­ 
pletion of both schools Is hoped by 
September 1954. Completion will 
not end double sessions, however, 
he said. “We expect the schools 
to be packed right away,” he said. 
“They won’t stop double sessions 
because new families are moving 
to Levittown too fa st” 
Each school, he said, will have 
JO 
classrooms, 
a 
multi-purpose 
room and cafeteria space. Accord­ 
ing to a Levitt official, they will 
be of block constriction with brick 
siding, each classroom 22 by 44 feet 
with its own lavatory. The floors 
will be asphalt tiles on concrete 
slabs.

Township Civic Association, prom­ 
ised fall cooperation in the asso­ 
ciation's fight for adequate local 
bus service. 
Peers said that a formal com­ 
plaint was slated to be presented 
tonight before the Falls Township 
Supervisors* meeting. 
Also heavily discussed at the ex­ 
ecutive meeting was the problem 
of the mile and one-half stretch 
of Trenton road now torn up for 
repairs by the State Highway De­ 
part Because of rebuilding oper­ 
ations on this part of the highway 
more than IOO families are present­ 
ly Isolated. 
Although very little or no work 
has been done In the past two 
weeks, Peers said he hoped that 
some temporary work could be ar­ 
ranged to alleviate the hardships 
of families in that area.

boarded a boat bound for Philadel­ 
phia. 
First H oise 
The first bouse on State road waa 
built by Franklin C. Snyder, be­ 
tween Station avenue and Andalusia 
W harf road. Station avenue was, 
known, until a few years ago, by 
the picturesque name of “Herring 
Bone Lane,” named from the Shad 
Fisheries located on the Delaware 
River. 
Prominent names of early settlers 
Include the Vandegrtfts, Vansant! 
and Vanhorns from Long Island. 
In 1679, four Vandergrift brothers, 
Nicholas. Leonard, Johannes and 
Frederick purchased land in Ben' 
salem 
on 
the 
Neshamlny, now 
known as Cornwells Heights. They 
built a tavern on Bristol Pike, 
which they called the Half Way 
House—half way between Trenton 
and Philadelphia. The place waa a 
popular stop for stage coaches to 
change horses. 
One of the outstanding humani­ 
tarian activities in the early days 
of the township, was the establish­ 
ment of a school for Indian and 
Negro children by Catherine Drexel. 
Mrs. Drexel also founded the Holy 
Ghost Missionary, on Bristol Pike. 
Beene of Batties 
Another historic landmark in the 
area is Dunks Ferry. This site was 
the scene of many battles daring 
the Revolutionary War and Wash­ 
ington tried futilely to protect the 
Ferry from the British Navy. But 
the British sailed up the Delaware, 
shelled the Ferry, and it capitulated 
to them. 
In one of the houses on Dunks 
Ferry at this time was a baby, who 
waa soundly sleeping when th« 
British attacked. One of the shells 
fired by the British went right over 
his head, bat the baby was neither 
wakened or scratched. A member of 
the Williamson family, the boy 
later founded the Williamson Trade 
School, located in Delaware County. 
Lower Bucks County has always 
been a favcrlte theme for historians. 
Four good reference books on the 
area, if yon wish to learn more of 
the history and its many changes, 
are "General Davis' Book on Bucks 
County,” "Life and Works of John 
Adams,” " Up the Delaware River,” 
and “Up the Bristol Pike ”
